If this interest you and you w.mt more, I can elieck the original records but 
tliat ,dll take time, so I won't lawless you want me to. 

These stories are incomplete in that Hoove;* contemporaneously demanded that the 
chief go on nationwide TV to apolo^ae - for telling the truth. 

Tlio rest of the story skips to 1975 and a le;ik tliat forced an internal FHI 
investigation tliat, although a whitewash, nondess disclosed tliat Osv/ald had 
hand-delivered a threatening letter to Hosty at the FJI office when Ho3ty was not 
in. The accounts of thoa with knowledge are consistent in tliat Oswald tlireatcned - 
before th assassination - to bomb the local police hq, th; Fbl field office, or 
both. It then also wa-s disclosed tliat a) after th'. assassination, the S«jL‘ ordered 
Hosty to destroy that loiter and b) this was alx knovm, contemporaneously, to the 
top eclielon at FjIu^. Ho::ty then 300 re to the Fax's party lino when ho testified 
before the Warren Commission, it liaa no reason to b« li^vj tliat Oswald was capable 
of any violence or had no hintory of violence. <aid thus had not mentioned him to 
the police. 

Just how far the Dallas papers would go is reflected by the fact tliat these 
■tories appeared in December 19130, without mention of the Hosty-Oswald disclosures 
of five years earlier, (it nay have been later than 1975, I'm not now certain, 
but it was long before I gace b 0 i z these records . I got both sets of records at 
about the same time.)
